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1. The amendment filed October 21, 2003 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been entered, but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance. 

The arguments are not adequately related to the claimed invention. In the claimed method, 
additional water and gassing agents are added to adjust the explosive properties. This is, in broad 
terms, taught by the prior art. To the extent that applicants urge that there is no specific single 
teaching to do what applicants have done, this is why the rejection is under 35 USC 103. To the 
extent that applicants urge that there is no teaching of adding water to dilute the composition and 
thereby reduce the energy thereof, applicants have failed to appreciate that the idea of "watering 
down," or diluting, is a term in common use, understood by everyone. 

To the extent that applicants are urging some improved result, there is no evidence, or the 
evidence is insufficient in weight or applicability to the claim terms to support a reasonable finding 
of unexpected results. It must be recognized that watering down anything, including an explosive, 
to "water it down," must be clearly obvious to anyone, much less an ordinarily skilled artisan.
